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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


MERIDIAN, Miss,, December 5th, 1885. 
To His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governer: 


The undersigned, ‘Trustees of thé” East Mississippi Insane 
Asylum, beg leave to submit this their first annual report of the 
actual condition of said Asylum. 

Under authority of the statute, we, soon after our appointment 


and organization, appointed the Hon. H. D. Cameron, Steward , 


of the ‘Asylur, who qualified by.giving bond, with sureties that 
was approved by us, and at once entered upon the discharge of 
his duties. | 

The condition of affairs about the Institution was then without 
order or form, and the work before him demanded the best efforts 
of one possessing great energy and executive ability. 

The prompt and efficient manner in which he discharged his 
varied duties at that time in order to get the Asylum ready for the 
reception of patieuts, scattered all over the State, many of whom 
were confined in loathsome prison cells of county jails with felons, 
whose pitiable condition appealed to him for his best efforts in 
their behalf, and the faithful discharge of his duties since then, 
are ample assurances to us of the wisdom of our selection in ap- 
pointing him to fill the responsible and delicate trust. 

We have-held.a meeting of our Board at the Asylum once every 
three months since our organization, and at each meeting the 
Steward has submitted for our inspection a full statement of his 
actions and doings, including an itemized statement of moneys 
received from the State Treasury, and his disbursements of the 
same, accompanied by proper vouchers; and we herewith submit 
his report of the finances of the institution, marked Exhibit B, 
to which we respectfully invite your attention. From it you will 
discover that the appropriation made by the last Legislature was 
insufficient to meet the expenses of the same, and for its main- 
tainance we have been forced to incur liabilities to the amount 
of $11.054. 17, which amount is now due for supplies furnished 
and money loaned us by the merchants of Meridian, whose confi- 
dence in the integrity of the State, and whose friendship for the 
Institution, and generous sympathy for the unfortunate inmates, 
induced them to gtant the liberal accommodations needed, with- 
out which we could not have conducted the Institution to this 
time. i 
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` We insist, thereforć, that your Excellency will urge an appropri- 
ation as soon as the Legislature assembles to meet the same, and 
to aż, the current expenses until the . regular appropriatioń is 
made 

That your Excellency may better understand the necessity for 
apparent large expenditures made, we beg to refer you to the. 
report of Dr. C. A. Rice, Superintendent, herewith filed, marked 
exhibit “A.” j 

The report of Dr. Rice will show the chaotic condition . of 
affairs at the Asylum when the same was turned over to us, a 
building merely. 

The expenditures necessary to fit up the same, for the reception, 
treatment and comfort of the 273 patients received up to this 
date were far greater than any man could foresee; but being 
mindful of this we have all along economized in every way possi- 
ble, consistent with the comfort of the inmates, and the interest 
of the Institution. 

We have observed the requirements of the law in keeping in a. 
bound book, a fair and full record of all our doings, which is at 
all times open for the inspection of your Excellency, and àll per- 
sons whom you or either House of the Legislature may appoint 
to examine the same. 

We beg leave to call your attention to the very full report of 
Dr. Rice, the Superintendent. In it, he points out many addi- 
tional improvements, and additions which should be made in and 
about the Asylum. We heartily endorse ‘his report,’ and fully 
concur with nim in each and every recommendation and sugges- 
tion hemakes, And we beg leave to congratulate your Excel- 
lency upon the appointment of Dr. Rice, Superintendent. Our 
frequent visits tothe Asylum, and intimate acquaintance with him, | 
have demonstrated to our entire satisfaction his eminent fitness 
for the place, He is not only learned in the science of his pro- 
profession, but is an accomplished gentleman, with great general 
and practical information, with a fountain,of generous sympathy. 
in his bosom that creates an affectionate interest in all those in 
his care. He was wise and fortunate in the selection of an assis- 
tant in the person of Dr. J. M. Buchanan, whose moral character, 
literary and professional attaihments are second to none, and : 
whose former experience in an' institution of like character emi- 
nently fitted him for the place. - 

The untiring efforts of these gentlemen with that of their assis- 
tants, has commanded our respect and admiration.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., December 1st, 1885. 
To the Board of Trustees : 


GENTLEMEN: As it is made my duty by law to present an An- | 
nual Report to your Board, I herewith present this, the first 
report of the East Mississippi Insane Asylum. Appointed as 
Superintendent on the 10th day of December, 1884, I arrived 
at the Asylum on the z2th, and entered upon the work of getting 
in readiness everything necessary for thé reception of patients at 
the earliest moment possible. Before anything could be done in 
the way of furnishing the building, quite a task was before me in 
getting rid of the debris that would usuaily be found in and 
around a new building of this size. Besides this, a competent 
corps of assistants in every department had to be appointed. This, 
of course, required some little time for judicious selections. It 
was necessary that every one should be at his or her post of duty 
as early as possible. While this was being done, the furniture 
and fixtures necessary to as thorough an outfit as possible, was 
put in the house. 

There were some additions that were indispensable to the 
structure of an insane asylum, which were added before formally 
opening the Asylum for the reception of patients. I found on 
my arrival Capt. H. D. Cameron (who had just been appointed 
Steward for the Asylum by your honorable Board) busy with his 
accustomed energy and industry, having everything purchased 
and placed in position in his department. 

Dr. Jas. M. Buchanan, of Okolona, Miss., whom I appointed 
my Assistant Physician, has been with me from the first day at 
the Asylum, and has been an earnest co-laborer in all things. On 
the r2th of January, 1885, I formally opened the Asylum for the 
reception of patients, and gave notice through the newspaper press 
of the State, which was gratuitously given as a news item, for 
which I beg they will accept my thanks and obligations. 

By reference to table No. 1 of this report, it will be seen that 
we have received, to the rst of December, 1885, 273 patients, of 
which 25 have been discharged cured, 6 discharged improved, 2 
unimproved, r not insane, and 5 have eloped, with 21 deaths, 
leaving on hand 213 patients. 

By referring to tables No's ro and rr, it will be manifest to the 
educated mind that very few of the remaining ones would be 
classed as curable. 

I think the deaths relative to the number are few, and that the 
restoration to health in numbers is in proportion to those consid- 
ered curable. 
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We have a mostimperfect history of many of our cases, having 
been sent hy juries which only declare the person insane; and a 
` fit subject for the Asylum, with no history whatever, and in many 
instances only his or her given name is recorded on our books, 
no other having appeared in their papers. 

The general heaith of the entire population has been remark- 
ably good. The improvement of those sent from the jails has 
been almost a transformation into new beings, physically. There 
have been born of insane parents, two colored children, one of 
whom have died. My colored wards, both male and female, 
have been crowded for the last six months.and applications for 
admission have been constantly coming in. * I now have 56 re- 
corded on my application book. 

The necessity for additional Asylum room is too apparent to 
require extended comment. If something is not done by the 


next Legislature looking to this most distressing and helpless' 
charity, great suffering, and probably loss of valuable lives, will, 


follow as a necessity, in view of biennial sessions, and the slow 
progress made in erecting structures of this kind. "There are 
some indispensable additions necessary to this Asylum at once, 


and should be erected at the earliest day possible. Our kitchen, 


is badly located, being in the basement of the building, and 
should be moved outside. Our Laundry, Engine and Boiler 
room and Bake-room are all in the rear of the: Asylum, and in 
frame structures, and having fire in them, and liable to burn. Of 
all portions of an Asylum, these should be in brick structures, 
and made fire-proof, to insure the minimum degree of danger. 
I am now having a plam designed for an extension of the center 
building which will include these essentials in'a fire-proof struc- 
ture, and supply us above with a good and roomy chapel; where 
the patients can have religious worship;. and indulge in amuse- 
ments, which is a sine qua non to every Asyium, and one of the 
most valuable adjuncts to the proper treatment and restoration of 
the insane. i ^ I 

Did the extension confer but this one needed addition, its 
erection would be a cheap outlay of money, and I recommend 
that the extension be made at.as early a mement as the-State can 
make the outlay of money. j POR 
` Our Boiler surface is not sufficient for running Laundry machi: 
nery, pumping water and heating the building. > I would suggest 
the necessity for two large boilers'for heating purposes alone; and 
the substitution of: larger steam-pipes leading to the building, 
and to return the condensation, tek 2 - 

A Coal-house and Carpenter's and Black smith shop are among 
the wants of the Institution. and cannot be well.dispensed with. 

The unfinished condition of our basement requires that it should 
be thoroughly plastered and the floor laid with brick and cement; 
also.the necessity.for a.brick pavement around the entire building 
to protect the base,of the walls from water. settling. around. them., 


We are in need of a quantity of tiling to.convey the water.fronr . 


the building. 
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At present. we`are- using temporary waóden: -gutters made by our 
carpenter. - 

Our elevators for- carrying food to pddents in their respective 
wards, are of the most primitive design and poorly perform the 
office for which they were built. "Phose of better and more mod- 
ern construction should supply their places, and a baggage eleva- 
tor on which patients could be carried would be a most: valuable 
addition and convenience, and would enable weakly, delicate 
patients who are in elevated portions of the house to reach. the ^ 
out-door sunshine, to. be rolled around in an invalid chair through 
the grounds. 

We have been abie to grade around the building sufficiently to 
turn away the storm-water, and to make necessary roads, and at 
the same time we have sufficiently filled in to have a good road 
approaching the front of the house and contemplate carrying on 
the work until we erect a large semi-circular terrace which will 
add much to the appearance of the building and its perspective. 

I am excavating'a pool or.miniature lake about one hundred and 
fifty yards in the rear of the Asylum which, when completed, will 
furnish an abundance of clear, cool spring water, without which 
an Asylum cannot be successfully conducted. 

Our daily consumption of water is from thirty to thirty-five 
thousand gallons. | 

Our Laundry Department, for our present capacity, is complete 
in two rotary washers, rinsing tubs, and a centrifugal wringer, all 
of which work admirabły. 

We are in reed of a Dry Room which 1 am having made, and 
hope, before the bad weather of winter shuts off our sunshine, to 
have completed, when we hope to be able to dry everthing nicely, 
and in time, even in the worst weather. 

We have erected a nice and convenient dairy, ample for our 
use. It wasalso necessary, as you are aware when the Asylum 
was being opened to erect five cottages for the aztaches to live in, 
which were, constructed as double tenament houses. These need 
painting to. protect them, for "tis not good economy to leave them 
longer in their present condition. The question of lighting and 
heating Asylums has always been a matter of the deepest concern 
to those immediately interested in such work, but since the con- 
flagrations within the last year at different Asylums in the United 
States, we are more forcibly reminded of the dangers from ‘the 
use of coal oil lamps!: which we are ‘compelled to use, notwith- 
standing there are-gas pipes all over this building. I'cannot 100 ' 
strongly urge the necessity for a change to gas at the earliest date 
possible. 

Thus fat we have had no milk to purchase, thoug h we have had 
‘but a limited quantity. There is no one article of food more rel- 
-ished or more beneficial to such patients as we have than, milk, 
and T would suggest the propriety of purchasing cows of a high’ 
grade ‘which will neéessitate fewer’ in number with better results, . 
‘besides their offspring would: be more valuable. I’ cahnot but feel 
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the necessity for some “change which will give usa greater quan- 
` piy of good sweet milk ; we ‘should not have less" "than 40 gallons 
aily. 

We are sadly in need of a carriage or some low swurg vehicle 
in which we can take our sick and | feeble patients riding ; ałso a 
pair of gentle horses. Our ambulance is so high and inaccessible 
that it is even difficult for well persons to climb into it. 

It affords;me pleasure to state that the young orchard of 800 


trees and 200 grape vines, has lived well through the summer and + 


made very good growth, insuring, atmo very distant day a good ~ 
supply of fruit. Of the six hundred acres owned by the Asylum, 
only the 36 acre lot in which the Asylum is situated, and an 8 
acre lot containining the orchard, vineyard and garden, are sub- 
stantially fenced. 

For the protection of our stock and crops, it is essential that 
this, too, receive'at your hands some consideration and attention 
before another crop is begun; besides, there should be a reason- 
oi subdivision to insure pastorage for cows, horses, sheep and 

ogs. 

When it is remembered that this Asylum wes built in an old 
field with rugged grounds around, with no shrubbery or shaded 
walks or decorations of any kind to gladden the eyes of thóse 
sent here, probably many to remain during their natural lives, 
with roads too muddy in wet weather to walk out, and in the 
absence of a chapel, with no library—not even one book—it is 
easy to understand that they are kept within doors, even on sun- 
shiny days of winter, with neither amusements, exercise, or 
mental action which might be obtained through books, by those 
whose education and reason are sufficient to comprehend. It is 
manifest that the grounds and walks should be put in order; that 
a library, amusements, games and pastures, should be furnished, 
to rob the Asylum of the monotony of a prison and the conse- 
quent mental depression which will sometimes steal in upon its 
inmates. These patients come to us laden with the freshest and 
tenderest love of the dear ones at home, and this their temporary 
place of abode should be made a cheerful and inviting scene at 
every point, and should as near as possible supplement the home 
they have left with kindness and tenderness from all. I am glad 
to be able to note the fact that we have not had any accident or 
suicide during the year. I attribute this, in a great degree, to 
the watchful care of the attendants; and just here permit me to 
congratulate the Asylum and its inmates upon the personnel of 
our Supervisors, Attendants, Engineers, Carpenter, Laundress, 
Seamsters and Baker, all of whom have seemed to vie one with 
another in the fullest discharge of their many and varied duties. 
I will, before the Legislature meets, endeavor to lay before your 
Board an itemized list of actual expenditures needed, that you 
may lay the same before His Excellency, the Governor, for his 
consideration. Accompanying this report I append tables, show- 
ing movement of populatior during the year in the Asylum, and 

thers of paramount interest as statisties.  * 
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The accompanying report of the Steward will explain fully his 
department and furnish the financial report to this date. The 
Steward will also furnish you an itemized report of the personal 
property belonging to the Asylum. 

I beg to submit the Matron's exhibit of the sewing department, 
which will explain itself. 

I am indebted to the following newspapers for gratuitous sub- 
scription, sent regularly to the insane, which have been a source 
of great pleasure to them, viz: The Clarion, . The Carthagenian, 
The Pascagoula Star, The Farmers’ Advocate, and the Deaf 
Mute Voice. 

To Dr. T, J. Mitchell, Superintendent of the Lunrtic Asylum 
at Jackson, we are under obligations for a bountiful supply of 
seed sweet potatoes. Our garden, though small, has by a close 
system of rotation furnished all the vegetables we have needed 
during the summer; besides corn, hay, oats and peas from the 
farm, we have put up for winter one thousand bushels of sweet 
potatoes. ' 

Permit me, gentlemen, in conclusion, to tender the Board ot 
Trustees many thanks for the uniform kindness and courtesy ex- 
tended me in my official, as well as personal, intercourse, as also 
for their advice, aid and co-operation in the management of the 
Asylum. . ` Respectfully,
